Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1959. 

There  was  a  slight  rise  in  the  Birth  Rate  compared  with 
the  previous  year,  the  actual  Pigure  being  27.9  as  against  225. 

The  Death  Rate  shows  a  rise  over  last  year  and  has  now 
readied  the  level  of  that  for  the  Country  as  a  whole.  Again  Cancer 
and  the  Heart  Diseases  were  the  main  killers  accounting  for  141  of 
the  212  deaths. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  at  8*9  per  1,000  live  births 
is  at  a  very  satisfactory  low  level  and  compares  very  favourably  with 
the  rate  of  18*4  for  the  County  and  22*0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  came  to  the  District  during  the 
year  and  visited  Lave ndon,  Olney,  Hanslope  and  Woburn  Sands.  The 
response  from  the  general  public  was  good  and  1822  persons  took 
advantage  of  this  free  check  up. 

1  would  like  again  to  record  a  year  of  pleasant  co-operation 
with  your  Clerk,  Mr.  Dunbabin,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mr.  Lockwood  and  their  Staffs.

SANITARE  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Olnev  Source 

The  chlorination  filtration  has  been  efficiently  maintained  at  these 
works  and  an  ample  supply  has  been  forthcoming  which  has  proved  to  be  of  first 
class  quality  on  our  regular*  bacteriological  analysis.  During  the  year  a  large 

diameter  pipe  has  been  laid  to  Lavendon  with  a  branch  main  running  therefrom  to 
Cold  Brayfield  and  ve  are  now  in  the  happy  position  of  having  a  good  pressure  of 
good  wholesome  water  available  in  every  village  and  hamlet  throughout  the  Rural 
District. 


Chemical  Analy sis? - 

"This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  faintly  alkaline  in 
reaction  and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals.  The  water  has  very  moderate 
hardness,  contains  no  excess  of  mineral  constituents  in  solution  and  it  is  of 
very  satisfactory  organic  quality.

Our  Consultants  are  in  an  advanced  stage  with  the  preparation  of  schemes 
for  iiavenstone,  Stoke  Goldington,  Shenley  Church  End,  Loughton,  Filgrave  and 
North  Crawley  and  the  Ministerial  Inquiry  has  been  held  in  respect  of  the  Castlethorpe 
Scheme.  Provided, the  present  rate  of  progress  can  be  kept  up  in  a  few  more  years 
there  is  every  indication  that  we  shall  at  long  last  see  all  our  villages  with  a 
sewerage  scheme  as  well  as  a  piped  water  supply.
